Revelation of Mews 


Imagine there exists no true thing as death. The vessels we know as life gather 
information and are ultimately absorbed into the earth--from the first forms of life 
stemming from the soil to the bodies that roam its surface. The millions year 
process of evolution formed the systems of life we see today--chromosomes and 
what are recognized as DNA maps of body forms. These are evolved from the 
longstanding process of data collection and absorption through the soils of nature. 


When the first life form died and its body absorbed into the soil, its life did not truly 
end. It brought information to nature and lived on through the soil, gradually 
improving its vessels and saving that information through DNA. The first revelation 
is that life always continues and that fact is the reason for the invisible forces we 
have suspected since all memory. 


Imagine that gods have natures that can be studied and harnessed. Ghosts, formed 
from memory and will to endeavor were born from the first life forms. New energy is 
born in every vessel and added to the aggregate—this new energy is the will of the 
subject, or what has been called the ego. This form of energy affects all living 
beings and function as a yet invisible symbiotic life form and force operating 
through the Psyche--the remains of our ancestors. Their will is brought through 
experience within vessel life forms and guide us gently through the brain. 


The brain is the primary organ in the body--evolved from the mycelium of life forms 
of the past. Mystery has surrounded the brain for recorded millennia but new 
scientific discoveries indicate how it works to create behavior. Its will is formed from 
interaction within the environment-- functioning through attachments of nodes or 
neurons. Energy works through the pathologies of the brain. 


The new energy, born from the vessel, works symbiotically with the will of 
previously borne and lived energies in the environment. Old energies and will of 
our ancestors work through lighting up signals and directing attention to firing 
neurons that are not in use by the subject. Old energies cannot interfere with 
neuronal workings as they are being used by the host. This is the reason why 
revelations can only be born when the will of the person is directed elsewhere— 
directed in irrelevant ways to the will of the any other force. This is the free will that 
we all experience—however it is not true free will. 


Our ancestors work through us. Over time, their will and energy formed through 
electrical signals in the air are combined, changed and eventually absorbed into 
new will. It never dies, but is absorbed into the aggregate and reborn to interact 
with the environment to learn. The stronger the endeavor and will of a life form, the 
stronger the energy. Their discernibility to us is decided by the amount of energy or 


will they contain. They, too, work through modes of attachments and can combine 
or split apart based on will of the aggregate. This is the source of the metaphysical 
power we all suspect—and it stems from our own thinking and processing of the 
environment. 


The ego—formed through processes of the brain—is the central tying force of 
human behavior and is formed like a rock through forces of geology. This 
information is sent back to the soil and reharvested as new and improved life form. 
The soul is born only after the death of the vessel. The “soul”, or ego, is then either 
absorbed into the aggregate, or, its will brings it to work through the material world. 


Many theologies have been formed over the power that we all suspect. 
Concentrated disparity and events that could never be explained by circumstance— 
either through personal or collective experience—have created these suspicions. 
There are 3 things that prove to me the existence of a flawed, learning god. Aside 
from personal experiences which could not be explained by circumstance (The first), 
the condition of nature certainly implicates it. The emergence of the human as apex 
species is as unlikely as the fact that nature continues to allow it to thrive. All it 
would need is an evolved predator of old to re-emerge to cause the extinction of 
humans. 


What it indicates is that nature values something about humanity—probably 
something about its search for the aforementioned ‘truth’. Ergo, it must value truth 
in some regard. So then how does the untruth of Gnostic thinking rein for two whole 
millennia? The reason is that it either wasn’t aware or didn’t anticipate the threat 
that it would become. The third indication of its existence is also the prime indicator 
of its workings. 


Concentrated disparity, as unnecessary as it is with all the resources available on 
this planet indicates the flawed thinking of ‘God’—which indicates that ‘God’ is not 
as monolithic as society likes to perpetually imagine—but rather omnipresent 
between all species on earth. The revelation of the Mews explains it to complete 
sufficiency. lons floating, carrying information between all species and combining to 
create the ghostly powers we all suspect, and dissevering with the decline of its will 
to endeavor only to be reabsorbed into the aggregate. 


The Old Testament described the monolithic god as a flawed and often evil entity, 
personified and anthropomorphized to the mindset of the era. Gods of antiquity, 
specifically of the Hellenistic religions were humanized—they fornicated, fought and 
engaged in pleasures of the material. This mode of thinking grounded the 
metaphysical and maintained naturalism in religion. Christ argued the virtues of 
self-absolvement—washing away of one’s sins which are out of the control of the 
original soul. The fact is that the soul, born only after its life, has no control over the 
life which has been forced upon it. 


This revelation of Christ and the people before him has been obfuscated by 
monarchical chicanery—control over the doctrines of Abrahamic Religions by kings 
and queens looking to create further control over their subjects. This culture— 
deemed a heresy by the early churches—came to pervade western culture to such a 
degree that its namesake, Gnosticism, has come to be synonymous with the 
religions. By today’s definition, to be Agnostic means to be unknowing of anything 
about the religion while being Atheist means to not believe at all. There exists no 
word for an anti-Gnostic believer. This culture and belief remains in the modern day 
and has poisoned the thinking of Western Civilization. 


The result is a culture habituated to metaphysical cognitive state and obliviousness 
to the people and world around them. The longstanding practice enforced by kings 
and queens of the past, the practice of engaging only the self with god, created the 
overly individualistic culture and metaphysical thinking we see today. This is the 
idea that the power of the king is the will of god and so therefore it can only be a 
good thing—a mindset used to placate subjects and keep them only dreaming of a 
better life. Everybody wants to be king. Not only is it unlikely that this was the 
mindset of Christ, but it is more likely that Christ and the people who followed him 
were pantheists—calling out to and scolding God for the problems it creates for 
their lives. 


The reasons why we need to reject Gnosticism and identify its negative effects in 
our culture are many. To continuously engage in the notion that one’s problems 
cannot be a cause of god and that god is always good creates a mode of thinking 
that blames all problems on the individual. This creates stress on individuals, 
creating dissonance and making them focus on themselves and their own 
relationship with god in lieu of communal thinking. This overly individualistic 
cognitive state leaves no mental power for people to focus on the people around 
them—breaking up communities. This created the tragedies of the Middle Ages—the 
struggle between naturalistic and metaphysical thinking of Saxons and Danes alike 
and ultimately poisoned the Holy Spirit by bringing these cognitive states to the soil 
over several hundreds of years. 


This sickness of thinking was ultimately battled through various reforms, like 
Protestantism, as nature has a way of bringing reality back to life forms. The life of 
Adolf Hitler—a botched prophet—brought a battle against Gnosticism, however 
confused it was. The message of anti-Gnosticism somehow confused to become a 
hatred of Jewish people as a whole. This conclusion is informed by several facts 
about his life including the nature of his relationship with his mother, abstinence 
from sex and preoccupation with themes of anti-Gnosticism in general. 


My own experience runs parallel to this. What this force of nature does is it engages 
the subject through varying series of unfortunate events that could not possibly be 
passed off as coincidence. The experience brings understanding of the condition of 
human nature and its true relationship with the aggregate simultaneously while 
reducing domestication to society as a way to open the mind to other possibilities. 
The untested grow the body. The tested grow the mind. It operates through the 
psyche to project its will on new lives, whether good or not, and can only operate 
through vessels of life. This is why it is so unagile in its workings. 


The effects of rejection from society are well-established in psychology but not in its 
workings pathologically in the brain. The ego, born in the brain through experience, 
protects itself by removing neuronal attachments based on efficaciousness of them 
toward its own survival and well-being. Every time the parent positively engages 
with the PTA or any other form of institution informs the child and builds 
attachments to the importance of society toward the ego. The more isolation, the 
more individualistic thinking. This dynamic creates the phenomenon of introverted 
and extroverted thinking. Introverted thinking--usually thought of as a fear of other 
people--is the resting habituation of a cognitive state with more attachment to the 
frontal cortex and possibly less attachment to the senses. 


It is evident that social isolation has an incredible impact on the brain. For every 
moment in isolation there develops more of a connection to the memory nodes in 
the brain in lieu of connection to the senses, because that energy has to go 
somewhere. The more pain felt through the environment, the less connection to the 
senses. This is where the behavior of boredom is created--It literally bores through 
the neurons of the brain forcing metaphysical thinking. The practice of Gnostic 
thinking created an over-reliance or habituation to metaphysical thinking which is 
still evident in the culture and sciences today. 


Potential Energy--despite being taught as an existing form of energy in the physical 
sciences--does not exist. If this kind of metaphysical thinking exists in the physical 
sciences, it has definitely pervaded the social sciences creating the disconnect 
between the fields of psychology and neuroscience. This rejection of humans’ place 
in nature and the cause-effect relationships that create its behavior within science 
have created a dysfunctional society. 


The ridiculous duality between communal and supposed capitalistic ideologies is the 
result of Gnostic confusion. Lysenkoism is the result of confusion of genetics as a 
metaphysical property. Genetics, in fact, is a physical property of the body that 
physically changes species based on practicality of use within the environment. 
Genetics and the brains' effect on human behavior continue to be 
compartmentalized both within science and daily life as metaphysical properties 
because western heritage has been habituated to the Gnostic idea that humans-- 
supreme beings of god--are not animals. Humans come from the same place as 
animals and carry much of the same properties and genes as other animals and 


beings habiting this planet. The rejection of human nature in Gnosticism has 
pervaded the study of each-other to such a degree where blame is placed on the 
subject rather than explaining the cause-effect relationships which cause cognitive 
state and behavior. This will only create further dysfunction in society. Rather than 
looking at society as something that should serve the individual for the sake of 
observing the individual, it is important to look at society as something that should 
serve humans based on their observed natures. This is the source of bewilderment 
more naturalistic cultures have toward the ineffectual mindset of Gnosticism. 


Transgender or gender dysphoria is a recognized cognitive state. Anybody with or 
without this condition who denies its foundation in the brain does so because they 
were learned culturally to believe that mentality is a metaphysical construct--a 
holdover from the heresy of Gnosticism. Mental health and health of the brain is as 
important as any other medical issue and should be studied. If one can identify 
physical differences in the brain as a causation of gender dysphoria other than 
neural attachments--physical differences that elicit thoughts and behavior running 
in contrast to gendered organs that person has, that would indicate a third gender. 
For instance, if women's brains are discovered to be different than males, physically 
and a person with male organs is born with a female brain, that would indicate a 
third gender that is physically determined by the body. If the dysphoria isn't caused 
by a physical abnormality of the brain recognized as going against their attained 
organs then it is simply a cognitive state. We need to bring back materialism in our 
study of human behavior whilst maintaining the understanding that we are all 
blameless in relation to god. 


This is a warning that the balance between heaven and earth are out of alignment 
as a result of our own ways of thinking. It is also a warning to respect all forms of 
life because the soul--born after the life--informs nature and acts through its own 
endeavors to correct the wrongs that has been done to it. We need to think about 
our own needs in relation to each other and bring objectivity to the workings of God.
